Particularly in years of low 
grain prices or low yields, cust 
of producing wheat is a much 
discussed topic in the Prairie 
Provinces, No attempt will be 
made to discuss methods used 
in arriving at such figures, but 
an outline is presented showing 
}|cost figures when. only work 
used in producing the crop is 
charged against it. 

Farm wages at forty dollars 
}|® month or 26¢ an hour with 
}| 35e an hour during harvest and 
6c an hour for horse labor, were 
used as a working basis. In 
||arriving at the cost per acre 
figures for the different impli- 
ments, a ten-hour day was al- 
lowed. For example, in cut- 
ting grain, four horses were 
used at 6c an hour’ each for 
ten hours, | This makes $2.40. 
The manual labor would cost 
$3.50, The total of $5.90 divided 
by 15 acres cut per day, gives 
a cost of 39¢ for cutting grain. 

No matter what yield is ob- 
tained, there are a number of 
fixed cost», These include rent 
interest and depreciation on 
equipment, seed, and tillage op- 
erations.
